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ESRI ArcGIS Online (AGOL) and ArcGIS Pro offer a symbol set called Firefly that
create bright, glowing GIS layers. The Firefly style can make very attractive thematic
visualizations. These layers are best represented on a dark, de-saturated basemap such as Dark
Gray Canvas (ESRI, 2019a) or World Imagery (Firefly) (ESRI, 2019b).

Firefly can be selected for point layers in AGOL map content. To use the Firefly style in
ArcGIS Pro desktop, download the Firefly .stylx file and install (ESRI, 2019c). This includes
point, line, and polygon firefly symbols with 20 pre-defined colors for each type of symbol.
Firefly map examples and instructions to create a higher-impact glowing effect are listed below.
